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Select Board vote 
to shift the tax 
levy 175 percent

WILMINGTON — Prin- 
cipal Assessor Karen Ras- 
sias presented the Board 
of Assessors’ recommen- 
dation to the Select Board 
this past Monday night for 
the board to vote on the 
percentages of the tax levy 
to be paid by the residents. 
Similar to previous years, 
Rassias reported the Board 
of Assessors determined 
the 175% classification 
would conform with propo- 
sition 2.5 and allow the 
town to collect an equi- 
table amount of taxes 
while also being fair and 
uniform to the taxpayers. 

Rassias explained the 
values of property in town 
were based on the calen- 
dar year 2022 sales, which 
would not account for the 
interest rate increase. 
Those sales showed a 10% 
increase in the average 
single family home value, 
6.1% increase in commer- 
cial property value, and 
nine percent increase in 
industrial property value. 

The total value of each 
class increased by over 
one percent. Most of the 
increase in commercial 
properties was due to a ro- 
botics company increas- 
ing in value by over $39 
million, she explained. 

While the _ residential 
class makes up 75.94% of 


the tax levy, the 175% shift | 


would allow them to pay 
57.89% instead. Commer- 
cial, industrial, and per- 
sonal property would pay 
42.11% while technically 
comprising 24.06% of the 
levy. 

Rassias also detailed the 
average increases depend- 
ing on what the board de- 
cides to do with the shift. 
With no shift of the tax 
levy, the average single 
family home tax bill would 
increase by over $2,000 
and the average commer- 
cial/industrial. tax bill 
would decrease by $33,000. 
Even a 150% shift would 
increase the single family 
home.bill by an average of 
$1,300. With the 175% shift, 
the average single family 
home bill would increase 
by an average of $387.51 
and commercial/industri- 
al tax bill would increase 
by an average of $3,559. 

She then mentioned that 
the average tax bill has 
increased due to the prop- 
erty values increasing. The 
average single family home 
value increased by 10% this 
year, from $622,000 to about 
$683,000. Meanwhile, the 
average commercial last 
year was $2,744,558 and this 
year it’s $2,996,424. 

Rassias shared that Wil- 
mington is now 31 from the 
bottom of the lowest aver- 
age tax bills in the Com- 
monwealth, down from 33 
last year. Lawrence has 
the lowest average bill and 
Weston has the highest, 
she mentioned, for refer- 
ence. 

She displayed the town’s 
history in this regard go- 
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ing back a number of 
years. The only year 
shown where they didn’t 
shift 175% was in 2004, 
when they shifted 200% to 
the commercial class due 
to special legislation per- 
mitting this action due to a 
lack of increase in com- 
mercial property values. 

She did include a few 
exemptions that exist: a 
residential exemption for 
second-home_ properties 
and rentals, a commercial 
exemption, and an open 
space discount. She clari- 
fied, however, there isn’t 
any land that would apply 
for the open space dis- 
count and there are few 
second homes or applica- 
ble commercial proper- 
ties in town. 

Select Board member 
Frank West commented 
that the recommendation 
made sense. He asked 
about the commercial ex- 
emption and how the 
board could adopt it. Ras- 
sias answered the proper- 
ty has to be valued less 
than $1 million and employ 
10 or fewer employees. She 
said the board could vote 
to allow the exemption for 
applicable businesses, and 
then the 10% they save 
would be placed on other 
properties to supply. 

Kevin Caira asked how 
the average tax bill last 
year only increased by an 
average of $64. Rassias 
explained the commercial 
class taking up more of 
the burden would have 
left less to be absorbed by 


' single family homes. 


A resident who asked to 
remain anonymous won- 
dered what the revenue 
would be from all property 
taxes. Rassias answered 
that the amount would be 
$104,044, 768. 

The resident then asked 
about other sources of bud- 
getary funds for the town, 
which Rassias said would 
be estimated receipts, mo- 
tor vehicle excises, licens- 
ing, permit fees, and mon- 
ey from the state. She men- 
tioned the amounts of each 
could be found in public 
records. 

Finance Director Bryan 
Perry answered a ques- 
tion from the same resi- 
dent about the town’s free 
cash, although he said the 
question wasn’t necessari- 
ly relevant to the discus- 
sion. The resident asked to 
confirm money budgeted 
that isn’t spent is moved 
into free cash, and Perry 
simply replied this wasn’t 
technically correct. 

The resident’s last ques- 
tion was about means- 
based tax, which Rassias 
explained is to allow a par- 
ticular value class a type 
of discount where another 
class has to make up the 
difference. She also said 
the town offers discounts 
for veterans and the elder- 
ly, among other groups. 

Resident Karen West 
wondered how the exemp- 
tions could be established. 
Rassias replied she could 
provide more information 
to the board in order for 
them to vote. However, she 
said the residential exemp- 
tion would apply to few 
properties in town and 
require a lot of burden on 
the assessor’s office to 
handle applications. 

The board voted along 
with the Board of Asses- 
sor’s recommendation to 
shift 175%.

Select Board vote to move pole on Westdale Avenue

WILMINGTON — At the 
Select Board meeting on

Trant explained that mov- 
ing this pole by about 70 
feet would solve two is- 
sues involving an illegal 
trespass and a newly con- 
structed home. 
Select Board member 
Kevin Caira asked if the 
pole would be placed in 
the sidewalk, and Trant 
mentioned there is no 
sidewalk in that area, 


and the pole will be in 
the public way. 

Temporary Town Mana- 
ger Lou Cimaglia provid- 
ed that Town Engineer 
Paul Alunni had no is- 
sues with the request. 

A resident asked who 
would be held liable if 
someone were injured by 
hitting a pole in town, 
which Trant couldn’t ans- 
wer but promised to find 
out and relay back to the 
board. Trant did, howev- 
er, answer a question 
about the cost, where he 
said it costs tens of thou- 
sands of dollars to move a 


pole. 
The board approved 


the RMLD’s request. 
The communications 
that night pertained to a 
veterans’ heritage grant, 
a flight assessment, and 
Comcast programming. 
The flight assessment 
from the FAA showed no 
significant impact.

Sites that are popular 
for fossil hunters abound 
in Pennsylvania, Virginia, 
and West Virginia, and 
Western New York, stem- 
ming from the Kaskaskia 
Sea, an ocean that cov- 
ered much of what is now 
North America. Fossils in 
the area where we were 
hunting are from the Dev- 
onian reef system.

Some fossil 
hunters wear safety glass- 
es and use chisels to break 
away layers of sedimenta- 
ry rock, but due to the 
crumbly nature of some 
types of stone, it may be 
better to use your hands. 
Bring a bag or a bucket 
to hold your treasures. 
Some fossil hunters use 
glue to keep fragments 
together when they are

Bradley Cooper's "Maestro," a high- 
wire act of a biopic, leaps constantly be- 
tween on stagé and off, flying through 
Leonard Bernstein's very public life as a 
conductor while diving into his more pri- 


vate marriage to Felicia Montealegre. How | 


each side of Bernstein's existence interacts 
with the other is the tension and harmony 
of "Maestro." Which is authentic? Which a 
performance? 

Resolving those dichotomies is, thank- 
fully, not the aim of Cooper's admirably 
ambitious if performative drama about the 
musical conscience of 20th century Amer- 
ica. Bernstein's polymorphous life was 
spread between his family life and a string 
of male lovers, just as it was between con- 
ducting and the solitary toil of composing. 
"Maestro" resists neat conclusions about 
any facet of an expansively contradictory 
life. 

"If you carry around both personalities,

I suppose that means you become a schiz- 
ophrenic and that's the end of it," Bern- 
stein (Cooper) says with a laugh in a TV 
interview alongside Montealegre (Carey 
Mulligan). 

"Maestro," which debuts Wednesday in 
theaters before streaming next month on 
Netflix, isn't a cradle-to-the-grave biopic, 
though it doesn't avoid some of the genre's 
standard pitfalls, either. It's largely set 
around the beginning and end of his rela- 
tionship with Montealegre, an actor he 
first meets at a party. ""Hello, I'm Lenny," 
he says, grinning from the piano bench. 

It's a framework with some benefits -- 
no matter what the title says, this is Mulli- 
gan's movie - that also omits much of 
Bernstein's most lasting accomplishments. 
There is little here of music making, gen- 
erally, and virtually none of "West Side 
Story," "Candide," "On the Waterfront" or 
all those influential TV broadcasts. Fans 
such as Lydia Tar may not approve.

But "Maestro" begins, thrillingly, in a 
black-and-white blur. Characters exit 
scenes like they're falling through trap 
doors, a surreal swirl propelled by the 
verve of Bernstein's music. In the first 
scene, a 25-year-old Bernstein is woken 
with a call notifying him to substitute for 
Bruno Walter in conducting the New York 
Philharmonic that night. Enthralled, he 
pulls open the blinds, slaps, in rhythm, the 
bare bottom of the man sharing his bed 
and runs down stairs that magically lead 
right into Carnegie Hall. 

It won't be the last time that "Maestro" 
draws a straight line between lovemaking 
and music. "If nothing sings in you, then 
you can't make music," Montealegre will 
later tell him. Music, no doubt, swells most 
in the Bernstein of "Maestro" when he's 
liberated to be himself. 

On the night of their first date, Bern- 


stein and Montealegre end up, fittingly, on. 


a stage running lines, with one floor lamp 
casting them in shadow. "Even though 
you're the king, you're quite taken with 
me," she says, explaining his characteriza- 
tion. 

The fiction is quickly borne out, albeit 
with a foreboding sense of marital trouble. 
Another headlong sprint between scenes 
ends with the two rushing onto the stage 
of "Fancy Free," the Jerome Robbins bal- 
let that will lead to "On the Town." Bern- 
stein, himself, joins the hip-swinging 
sailors. 

"Maestro" is, for this roughly first 
black-and-white hour, wonderfully brisk 
and free of normal biopic constraints. It's 
like a dream of 1950s New York mod- 
ernism. Dialogue moves at an urbane clip. 
The photography, by Matthew Libatique, 


dips confidently between intimate ex- 
changes and wide-shot vistas of the Berk- 
shires of Tanglewood or of Central Park. 
(This is, most definitely, a great Central 
Park movie, full of romance and encoun- 
ters along its pathways. ) 

When "Maestro" shifts forward and into 
color, it loses its brio. The film, which 
Cooper wrote with Josh Singer, skips over 
the central decades of Bernstein's accom- 
plishments, taking up residence instead in 
the early 1970s. 

By then, Bernstein and Montealegre 
are married with three children (the old- 
est, Jamie, is played by Maya Hawke) and 
a house in Connecticut. But even though 
Montealegre entered into the marriage 
without wool over her eyes ("I know ex- 
actly who you are," she tells him, early 
on), all is now discord. Bernstein's dal- 
liances, she tells him, have gotten sloppy. 
In a Thanksgiving Day argument in their 
Manhattan apartment overlooking the 
park, she seethes: "If you're not careful, 
you're going to die a lonely queen." Right 
about then, an inflated Snoopy floats past 
the window, like an eclipse. 

In scene after scene like this, "Maestro" 
is staged exquisitely. But even as the film 
moves from its nervy first hour to its melo- 
dramatic set pieces, artifice steadily grips 
"Maestro." Cooper's Bernstein has come 
under criticism for the prosthetic nose, but 
it's other affectations in his performance 
that smother. It's a sincere performance, 
thoughtful and dedicated, but it's also 
mannered and showy, drowning in turtle- 
necks, cigarettes and accents. 

But Cooper, a sensitive director, was 
also wise enough to follow Mulligan's in- 
creasingly moving performance. (She gets 


top billing, too.) The film's slide into fam- 
ily dynamics comes at the expense of 
Bernstein's larger story, but it yields a 
beautiful platform for Mulligan to capture 
a woman too infatuated by her husband to 
abandon him, but too clear-eyed not to be 
devasted. 

"It's my own arrogance to think I could 
survive on what he could give," she says. 

It's a powerfully piercing moment, fol- 
lowed by an extended, passionate recre- 
ation of Bernstein in 1976 conducting 
Mahler's Second Symphony. There, gyrat- 
ing at the podium before an orchestra, the 
film tells us, may be where Bernstein truly 
gives all of himself. 

Some of America's top filmmakers 


have long been tempted to tackle a film on 


_ Bernstein, among them Martin Scorsese 


and Steven Spielberg (both credited pro- 
ducers here). But Cooper's film never 
finds its balance. If Bernstein's sexuality 
must be the prism through which we view 
him, why do his male lovers (Matt Bomer 
makes a brief impression) pass by so fleet- 
ingly? "Maestro" is a fine portrait of a 
complicated marriage. But for a man who 
contained symphonies, that leaves a lot of 
notes unplayed. 

"Maestro," a Netflix release is rated R 
by the Motion Picture Association for 
some language and drug use.

On the two-point conver- 
sion, Ciancio, rolled to the 
right before firing a pass to 
the left side of the end zone, 
right on target to Nguyen 
for the score and the nine- 
point lead, 22-13. 

“That’s the way Vinny has 
been running the offense 
all year long,” said Ayl- 
ward. “When the run game 
is working, he’s the first 


one to say ‘Let’s keep run- 
ning the football’ That’s a 
credit to him and he was 
ready when the time came. 
He made a couple big time 
throws that had he not 
made, it might have been a 
different game.” 

“It was a tough break on 
that fourth down, fumbling, 
and we knew they were 
going to go for two when 
they went up by seven,” 
said Turner. “We knew what 
they were going to do, we 
just didn’t execute.” 

Wilmington failed to get a 
first down on its next 
series, which started at the 
24. Lawlor was sacked for 
a two-yard loss on fourth 
down by junior Colby Men- 
gata at the Wildcat 24. 

On the second play of the 
drive, Johnson put the fi- 
nal nail in the coffin with a 
24-yard touchdown run 
with 3:57 left. 

The Wildcats did not stop 
trying and a squib kick on 
the kickoff gave them the 
ball at the Tewksbury 48. 
Lawlor went up top right 
away, but Nguyen made a 
sweet over-the-shoulder in- 
terception at the 17. 

“Kenny Nguyen, all year 
long, has been a great play- 
er for us on both sides of 
the ball,” said Aylward. “He 
really showcased his ath- 
leticism on that one. It was 
not an easy play with the 
way he made it, keeping his 
leverage on that guy to 
make the catch. They 
(Wildcats) have made some 
big plays down the field this 
season, so we knew it was 
coming.” 

“There was a really good 
game plan for both sides,” 
said Turner. “We weren’t 
able to make enough plays 
in the end. We weren’t quite 


disciplined enough to get it . 


done.” 

While there was plenty of 
leadership from the sen- 
iors, the Redmen got mean- 
ingful contributions from 
the juniors and _ sopho- 
mores, as well. Aylward 
hopes this new style of 
inclusive leadership will set 
the tone for years to come. 

“While Thanksgiving is 
always about the seniors, 
it’s also about how they 
bring in all the kids on the 
team,” he said. “That’s 
what this group did. I think 
they knew that was what 
was needed: to happen 
here, and they did it from 
(last) Thanksgiving right 
to today. The way these 
guys supported each other, 
it didn’t matter if you were 
a sophomore or a junior, 
you are a part of this. 

If you are willing to put in 
the work and put in the 
time, you will get the re- 
spect you deserve. This 
group did a lot to put us 
back on the map that way.” 

The Wildcats fought to the 
bitter end, and Fabbo pull- 
ed in a 9-yard touchdown 
pass from Lawlor, with no 
time left on the clock, for 
the 29-19 final. 

“I’m really proud of the 
kids and their effort,” said 
Turner. “I thought they 
played fantastically hard 
today, and I couldn’t be 
prouder to be the coach of 
these guys.”
